The new limitations in claims 7 and 9 are as follow: "Forming a conductive material on the entire surface to bury the" conductive material 
between insulating film spacers and the insulating film spacers "only" remain at both "sides" of the second contact plug; Forming first 
spacers on "sidewalls of the first conductive layer patterns and "removing the first interlayer dielectric on the isolation region" and forming 
second spacers on "sidewalls of the second conductive layer patterns .
